IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in

HIS  HONOUR  THE  LIEUTENANT- 
GOVERNOR  IN  COUNCIL. 
HEREAS  by  “  An  Act  respecting  Pound 
Districts  ”  it  is  enacted  that  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  may,  by  Order  in 
Council  made  public  by  notice  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette,  constitute  any  part  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  not  within  the 
limits  of  a  municipality  into  a  pound  district: 

And  whereas  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  application  has  been  made  by  proprietors 
of  land  in  the  Nelson-Creston  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  in  the  Creston  Valley  United  School  Dis¬ 
trict,  which  may  be  more  particularly  described 
as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  most  southerly 
south-west  corner  of  Lot  893,  Kootenay  Land 
District;  thence  easterly  to  its  south-east  cor¬ 
ner;  thence  due  east  to  the  westerly  boundary 
of  Lot  278;  thence  southerly,  easterly,  north¬ 
erly,  and  easterly  along  the  boundaries  of  said 
Lot  278  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  Sub-lot  51 
of  Lot  4595 ;  thence  southerly  to  the  south-east 


corner  of  said  Sub-lot  51;  thence  due  east  to 
a  point  due  north  of  the  north-east  corner  ot 
Sub-lot  72a  of  Lot  4595;  thence  due  south  to 
said  corner;  thence  westerly  to  the  north-west 
corner  of  Sub-lot  45  of  Lot  4595;  thence  south¬ 
erly  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Sub-lot  2  of  Lot 
4595 ;  thence  westerly  to  the  south-west  corner 
of  Block  132  of  Lot  9553,  being  a  point  on  the 
easterly  boundary  of  Lot  13566;  thence  north¬ 
erly  along  the  easterly  boundary  of  said  Lot 
13566  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  14357, 
being  a  point  on  the  boundary  of  Lot  9551  ; 
thence  westerly  and  northerly  along  the  bound¬ 
ary  of  said  Lot  9551  to  its  north-west  corner; 
thence  north-westerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
south-east  corner  of  Lot  9427 ;  thence  in  a 
general  north-westerly  direction  along  the  west¬ 
erly  boundaries  of  Lots  9427  and  9550  to  the 
north-west  corner  of  Block  152  of  Lot  9550; 
thence  easterly  to  point  of  commencement: 

And  whereas  notice  of  intention  to  constitute 
such  part  of  the  Province  a  pound  district  was 
given  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Act,  and  no  objection  has  been  made  by  any 
proprietor  within  the  proposed  pound  district: 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Pound  District  Act,”  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  British 
Columbia,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  his  Execu¬ 
tive  Council,  has  been  pleased  to  order,  and  it 
is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  above-described  area 
be  constituted  a  pound  district.

PUBLIC  UTILITIES 
COMMISSION. 


“  MOTOR  CARRIER  ACT.” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Motor 
Carrier  Act,”  the  following  order  was 
made  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on 
the  13th  day  of  July,  1940,  and  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on  the  23rd 
day  of  July,  1940,  by  Order  in  Council  No.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  woi’k,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
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in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.  .
